thus  afflicted,  and  the  enormous  expense  which  their  care  occasions,  to  adopt 
the  most  economical  method  for  their  treatment  and  care. 

In  the  asylum  at  the  present  time  a  number  of  weak  minded  people  and 
minors  are  domiciled  for  want  of  a  better  place.  Provision  is  made  by  law 
for  the  care  of  such  people  at  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  but  it  is  insisted 
by  the  management  of  that  institution  that  no  accommodation  exists  there 
for  those  thus  mentally  afflicted,  and  in  consequence  of  this  the  state  has 
been  compelled  to  care  for  them  at  the  Insane  Asylum.  Some  provision 
ought  to  be  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  the  weak  minded  rather  than  have  them  detained  in  the  Insane  Asylum. 
Their  intermingling  with  the  insane  is  in  no  way  helpful  to  them,  and  should 
be  prevented  as  much  as  possible.
